A ROYAL Navy veteran was 
invited on the maiden voyage 
of a refurbished boat, which 
was once used by the military 
in 1940 and played an import- 
ant role in bringing back 
troops from Dunkirk.

bring back troops from Dunkirk. 

The boat was bought by Tom’s friend, Tony 
Billson, who also served in the Royal Navy, after 
he spotted her in a “sorry state” in Ramsgate 
harbour. 

It took Tony five years to properly restore the 
boat and once completed, he invited Tom as 
well as a third friend, Michael Hawkins, on her 
return to sea.

it needs to be sorted out.” 

Peter Bell, regulation and enforcement manager 
for Lancashire County Council, said: “We’re 
aware of the pressures on parking around 
schools, and our enforcement officers visit all 600 
schools in the county at either drop-off or pick-up 
times at least once a year to deter poor parking.

GANGS of teenage yobs intim- 
idated families and threatened 
staff at a McDonald’s restaur- 
ant in Ormskirk last weekend. 

There have been multiple 
reports on social media of youths 
verbally abusing people, throw- 
ing food and acting in an anti- 
social manner at the fast food 
chain on Two Saints Retails 
Park. 

Police say that some parents 
were so worried that they moved 
upstairs “for fear of their children 
being harmed." 

A mum, whose daughter works 
at the Ormskirk branch, posted 
on social media to say she had 
"the worst shift ever" and that 
some people in McDonald's were 
left in tears. 

She said: ^My daughter works 
there and said this weekend she 
had the worst shift ever due to 
the teenagers who have been 
causing so much trouble. 

"They were throwing food 
around the restaurant and when 
they were asked to leave, they 
were just causing so much havoc, 
shouting unnecessary comments 
to her whilst she was working. 

"She said people were crying 
and very upset at the actions of 
them when the police turned up. 

“One teenager took a swing at 
an officer which led to an arrest. 

“When I go to collect my daughter they 
run around the cars as if to try and intimid- 
ate.” 

Another social media user posted: “We’ve 
witnessed it first hand and the staff can’t do 
a thing to stop them so they need the police 
to help them. Stamp it out quickly.” 

A further comment from another person 
reads: “We were there the other week and 
one of the kids on a bike ran in to a parked 
car, no doubt causing damage that the 
owner would have had to pay hundreds to 
repair. 

“Why should we have to take this? It needs 
stamping out.” 

Inspector Danny Clough wrote on Orm- 
skirk and Rural West Lancs Police Facebook 
page: “There have been a number of anti-

social incidents at McDonald’s in Ormskirk. 

“There is very good CCTV footage to 
identify those involved and we intend to take 
appropriate action when this is done. 

“If your child frequents this area or you 
know they are here with friends, I would urge 
you to ensure they leave the location immedi- 
ately before any arrests are necessary. 

“The youths involved are reported as teen- 
agers and have caused families in the 
restaurant to move upstairs for fear of their 
children being harmed which is abhorrent 
behaviour. 

“Please help us to ensure your child does 
not force their own detention in police cus- 
tody. 

“If the issues continue, we will publish the 
pictures over social media to speed the identi- 
fication process up.”

ACCIDENT ‘blackspots’ in Ormskirk will get 
soon get dual purpose cameras to stop motorists 
jumping red lights and speeding in a move being 
hailed by safety campaigners. 

The busy junctions on County Road at the Five- 
ways and Hayfield Road have previously been 
described as ‘dangerous’ by local councillors, resid- 
ents and other vehicle users. 

The Champion has published several stories 
about accidents at the junctions, including when 
MP Rosie Cooper said that “for too long we have 
witnessed crash after crash, injuries and lives lost at 
junctions on County Road.” 

Lancashire County Council has now confirmed 
that it is currently working with police on the final 
stages of installing the cameras. 

They will be able to detect both both red light 
jumping and speeding in what will be a first for this 
technology in Lancashire. 

The junctions have a long history of serious acci- 
dents and red light jumping has been a significant 
factor. 

The news was confirmed in an email to local 
councillors from Lancashire County Council. 

It has been hailed by local Our West Lancashire 
councillors Jane Thompson and Kate Mitchell, who 
have long campaigned for cameras at the junctions.

Cllr Thompson said: “We started a petition back in 
2018, and then had a residents’ meeting in the Hay- 
field pub with county council officers and the 
County Councillor for Highways. 

“We then had to wait for government approval for 
this new type of camera. At last, it appears we are 
moving forwards.” 

Cllr Mitchell added: “It was March 2019 when we 
hosted a packed meeting at the Hayfield. 

“It has been a long haul with many delays but at 
last residents and commuters alike can look for- 
ward to safer travel at these two notorious 
junctions."

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More council homes 
to be completed by 
end of this month

MORE council homes are set to be completed in 
the coming weeks at a new housing site built by 
West Lancashire Borough Council’s housing 
firm. 

Tawd Valley Developments will complete building 
work on 13 homes at Eskbank, in Skelmersdale. 

They have been built on the site of a former nurs- 
ery, which had been blighting the area and 
attracting anti-social behaviour. 

Tawd Valley Developments is wholly-owned by 
the borough council and is tasked with helping 
deliver new homes for local residents. 

It currently has five schemes underway in the bor- 
ough, which will deliver 81 new council homes. 
Additional schemes are at the planning stage in 
Skelmersdale and further afield. 

Tawd Valley Developments’ managing director, 
Mark Kitts said: ^We're delighted to be improving 
the local area whilst meeting local people's housing 
needs. The site was costing the council money to 
maintain and insure and this can now be diverted to 
more productive uses. 

"Our aim is to help the council meet the com- 
munity's housing and economic development needs 
and generate a surplus for investment in vital public 
services. 

^We're already ahead of our business plan, which 
is good news for the council and for residents." 

Cllr Jenny Wilkie, portfolio holder for Housing 
and Landlord Services, welcomed delivery of the 
newhomes: "Tawd Valley Developments has been 
established to help us accelerate our housing deliv- 
ery agenda so that more people can enjoy good 
quality, secure and well-managed homes.

Three other Skelmersdale projects are on site, 
with the 14 new homes at the Fairstead develop- 
ment due to complete at the end of October.

The council was recently successful in its bid to 
Homes England, the government's housing acceler- 
ator, for just over £1million to support the delivery 
of council housing in the borough by Tawd Valley 
Developments.

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Tributes paid to 
former football club 
chairman Chris Lloyd 


MUCH respected former chairman of the two 
local football clubs, Chris Lloyd, died last 
week at the age of 61 after a short illness. 

Mr Lloyd spent almost his entire life involved 
in West Lancashire football as a player, manager 
and chairman. 

He was chairman at Burscough from 2004 to 
2010 in what was the most successful time in its 
history. 

It was during his time at the helm at 
Burscough that the Linnets made national fame 
when they beat Gillingham 3-2 in the first round 
of the FA Cup in a match featured on Match of 
the Day. 

They were actually in the draw for the third 
round which took place in the Barons Club next 
to the Linnets ground and would have faced a 
home tie to Manchester United, if they had won 
their second round replay against Burton 
Albion. 

Burscough then gained promotion to what is 
now National League North finishing one season 
in eighth position in the table only 28 places off 
the Football League. 

After a period out of the game he returned to 
be chairman of Skelmersdale United in 2014 but 
parted company with the club the following year. 


Playing Career 


Mr Lloyd had played local football for clubs 
including Burscough Legion and Newburgh 
United. 

He had also played in and managed in Sunday 
Football for clubs including Moorgate Villa, 
Memorial, Metropolitan and Aughton. 

His company Malthouse Business Centre, 
meanwhile, were the main sponsors of the Orm- 
skirk & District Sunday Football League for a 
number of years. 

For a man who had started his working life as

an electrician after leaving what is now Orm- 
skirk School in 1976, he was a case of local boy 
made good. 

He leaves a wife and three children. 

Among those paying tribute to Chris was 
former Burscough manager and current South- 
port boss Liam Watson. 

Liam was appointed by Chris in June 2006 and 
his first season in charge at Victoria Park 
happened to be their most successful in history, 
winning the Northern Premier League as well as 
the Peter Swailes Memorial Shield and for the 
first time in 40 years the Lancashire Junior 
Cup. 

Liam said: ^I would class him as my mate but 
he was also a good chairman. We had some spe- 
cial moments together that I will never forget. 

“He always treated me with great respect as a 
friend and as a boss. It's a sad, sad day. He'll 
always be in my thoughts."

MILKSHAKES have shaken up driving 
tests. Specifically, McDonald's milk- 
shakes, Ikea furniture, Nando's chicken 
and a whole host of other things you'd 
normally expect to find on the shelves at 
this time of year. 


While a motoring column in The Champion isn't 
the place to delve into the politics of why a lot of 
your regular treats are hard to get hold of right 
now, the government's solution so far has been 
to stem the shortage of lorry drivers by freeing up 
more driving test slots for them. So it's decided to 
bin another motoring examination — the one you 
do for towing a car with a trailer — altogether. 


Naturally the decision, courtesy of the Driver 
Vehicle and Standards Agency, hasnt gone 
unnoticed. The Institute of Advanced Motorists 
is on record as saying it's “very disappointed" 
with the move, pointing out the DVSAS 
own roadside checks showed that one in six 
caravans it stopped had serious safety defects, 
while it deemed four in ten small trailers to be 
dangerous. The towing test was brought in back 
in 1997 for safety reasons — and those reasons 
are still entirely valid today, the IAM reckons. 


What this means is that any drivers under the 
age of 41 — as that's the age the 17-year-olds 
who spent 1997 trying to avoid Barbie Girl are 
now — will have their driving records updated 
to allow them to tow heavier trailers, although 
photocard licences won't be manually updated 
until they're renewed. Previously the post- 
1997 cohort of new motorists, including me, 
could only tow a trailer up to 750kg unless 
they took a separate test.

You know what? Let them. I’ve long looked 
into doing the towing test and concluded that, 
while I probably could pass it, it's simply too 
expensive for the every-so-often moments 
that I want to rent a trailer (most likely for 
transporting other cars) anyway. But people of 
my parents' generation, with no more or less 
driver training, can hitch up without a second 
thought. 


Yes, I know I’m the bloke who argued against 
scrapping MoTs for classic cars, but this is 
about the people, not the metal. People who, 
on the basis of age rather than experience, 
are subject to different legislation. You tell 
me that the drivers who passed in 1996 are 
any safer towing a big trailer than the ones 
who did a year later. Remember I said that 
four in ten small trailers had serious defects? 
Well, you don't need to do a second test to 
tow one. 


What we need, I reckon, is more education 
available to everyone, and tougher penalties 
for those who don't brush up. Make the legal 
towing weights, speed limits and so on an 
intrinsic part of the theory test. Perhaps, if the 
government's being generous, the practical test 
could incorporate a towing element in years to 
come. Certainly, it should be supporting — and 
ideally subsidising — courses to teach drivers 
how to tow trailers safely. Pd do it. Equally, 
the DVSA and the police should come down 
hard on trailers, caravans and horseboxes 
that are clearly unroadworthy or being driven 
dangerously. 


If the vocal opposition to scrapping MoTs 
for classic cars was anything to go by, the 
government’s already made its mind up on 
binning tests for trailers, but that doesn’t mean 
we have to put up with rickety caravans snaking 
along the M6 behind dim-witted drivers.
